Has Made 1483 Miles in Coast- 
to-Coast Trip, but Has Been 
Out 25 Days. 


MAKES A MULE RUN AWAY 


First Stop of the Day at Blue 
Springs, Where a Spark Plug 
Blew Out. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 11.—C. P. 
Rodgers, sea-to-sea aviator, landed in 
Swope Park here at 11:3 a. m., after 
fiving 8% miles from Marshall, Mo., to- 
day. 

Before settling to earth in the pres- 

ence of several thousand persons at the 
park, nine miles from the business cen- 
ter, Rodgers circled above the city hall 
and downtown streets. He also hovered 
above the live stock pavilion at the 
stock yards, where several thousand 
persons attending a stock show watched 
his flight. 
Reaching here, he had covered 1483 
iriJes since leaving New York, 25 days 
ago, and was within a few hours’ flight 
from the half-way point in his cross- 
continent journey. 

He has set a new mark for long dis- 

tance aerial navigation, but Atwood, 
the former holder of this honor flew 1265 
miles in 10 days, from the Post-Dispatch 
Building in 8t. Louis to New York. At- 
wood flew from St. Louis to Chicago, 
284 miles, on his first day out, while 
Rodgers’ greatest distance was 214 miles, 
Springfield, lll., to Marshall, Mo:, Tues- 
day. 
Rodgers’ start at Marshall, Mo., was 
made at 8:24 o'clock this morning. 
He was out early, tuning up his ma- 
chine, and a big crowd was on hand 
to watch him. 


Just before the start a Missouri 
mule attached to a cart near by be- 
came frightened by the whirring 
motors and ran away. The spectators 
scattered hurriedly, but the animal 
dashed through the crowd and in- 
jured a rnan and a woman and over- 
turned several buggies before it was 
subdued, 

In passing Higginsville the aviator 
circled over the town three timés, 
while a great crowd watched, and 
then continued his dash. 

Rodgers intended to come to Kansas 
City without alighting, but was forced 
to come down half a mile south of 
Blue Springs and 20 miles from here, 
on account of the blowing out of a 
spark plug. He was delayed there until 
10:50 in making repairs and then took 
to the air again. 

He passed over Independence, 10 miles 
east of here, at a height of 500 feet, and 
going at a terrific rate, at 11:06 a. m. 
Four minutes later he crossed the Big 
Blue River.

Bird-like flying wil! supplant avia- 
tion, if the expectation of Wilbur 
Wright, as he explained it during his 
stay in St. Louis Tuesday, is realized, 
“The greatest sport in the world,” 
said the noted Dayton inventer to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at Hotel Jeffer- 
son, “will be rising from the earth 
without a motor, by manipulation of the 
air currents with a machine adapted to 
that purpose, to a height of 600 or 800 
feet, then descending or ascending at 
will, by the same. use-of air currents, 
“My brother,- Orville; and I believe 
this can be hrought about, and that is 
the purpose of. the experiments he is 
making at ‘Kitty Hawk, N. C. 
To Fly Like a Hawk. 

“The wonderful thing about a hawk’s 
wings is not their construction, but the 
bawk's use @f° them.: And real flying 
will not be s@ much a matter of the ma- 
chine as of learning how to use it. &t 
may: be found best to retain the motor, 
but its use. will be made optional with 
the operator.

CHANGED ON 95TH BALLOT 








Says He Voted for Republican 
Candidate So as to Break 
Long Deadlock. 





CHICAGO, Oct. 11.—The first witness 
called today before the Lorimer Senate 
Investigating C@mmittee was Former 
State Senator GeUrge_M. McCormick of 
Alton. - Mr. McCormick described his 
part in the 199 deadlock at Springfield, 
He said that he changed his vote from 
Hopkins to Lorimer on the 9th ballot. 

Previous to changing hic vote, he said, 
that he had told former Gov. Richard 
Yates, Mr. Lorimer and several other 
men that he would give his vote to 
the first Republican that showed suf- 
ficient strength to break the deadlock. 

McCormick denied flatly the stor. told 
yesterday by John M. Peffcrs, who said 
McCormick -had been offered $2500 for 
his (McCormick’s) vote. 

“IT was offered nothing for my vote 
and was given nothing for it. I voted 
for Mr. Lorimer simply and solely to 
break the deadlock. I know of no 
corruption in that election,” said Mc- 
Cormick. 

On cross-examination McCormick said 
that former Lieutenant-Governor North- 
cott, one of Albert J. Hopkins’ mana- 
gers, suggested that McCormick change 
his vote from Hopkins to Lorimer. 

While being interrogated by Senator 
Kern, McCormick said that he had nev- 
er suspected any member of the Legis- 
lature of dishonesty or eoeruptsen . of 
any character. 

“T left the Legislature believing that 
every member was as _ as gold,” 
said McCormick: 
“Later,” contiued the Witness, “I 
read some things in the newspapers that 
made me suspect that possibly there had 
been two or three crooked fellows there 
that I had never dreamed of.”’ 

Jolin M. Peffers returned to the wit- 
ness stand follawing McCormick and 
asked to have the record show his in- 
tention plainly in the testimony which 
he gave before the committee yester- 
day. 

Attorney Hanecy and Peffers engaged 
in a lively argument as to Peffer’s-pur- 
pose in returning to the stand. 
“You want to take back what you sald 
esterday, do you?’’ asked Mr. Hanecy. 
“No, .I “don't,” replied Peffers. 
, state . Representative 
testified that former Representative 
John Griffin, a Democrat, told him (Ter- 
brill) that he could get $1000 for Terrill’s 
vote for Lorimer. 
Terrill, whose home is at Colchester, 
followed John M. Peffers on the wit- 
ness stand. 

Terrill Names Griffin. 
He said that John Griffin, then a mem- 
ber of the House from a Chicago dis- 
trict met him near the St. Nicholas 
Hotel the day before Lorimer’s election 
in 1909. 
“Griffin asked me to vote for Lori- 
mer and told me that there would be 
$1000 in it for me,” testified Terrill. 
Terrill further testified at 9 o’clock the 
night before Lorimer’s election Lorimer 
sent for him. 
“David Shanahan came for me,” said 
Terrill, ‘and took me to-Mr. Lorimer. 
“Mr. Lorimer was in the speaker's 
room at the State House. The House 
was in session at this time. 
‘‘Mr. Lorimer asked for my vote and 
said that he had the votes and that 
he would put them over the next day.” 
The name of State Representative 
Richard P. Hagen of Chicago was 
brought into the investigation by Terrill, 
who said Hagen was approached at 
the time of the 1909 deadlock with an 
offer of $1000 for his vote.

The woman who runs 
this house is poor and cannot afford to 
keep me withqut pay. If I eat I must 
have the cash.’ 

Miss Couzins is het ween 65 and 70 years 
old. During the Civil War she helped 
her mother in United’ States sanitary 
commission work. In 1871 she was 
graduated from the University of Wash- 
ington law school. She succeeded her 
father, J. E. D. Couzins as United. 
States Mashal of the Eastern District 
of Missouri. For a time she was sec- 
retary of the board of lady managers of 
the World's Columbian Exposition. 

Miss Couzins lectured for years in 
favor of woman suffrage and the army 
canteen. One @6f her present grievances 
is that, in her hour of need and distress, 
the United States Brewers’ Association 
has, so she declares, deserted her, leav- 
ing her penniless and helpless. 

This brilliant woman of days gone by 
is so reduced that she often suffers the 
pangs of hunger. Last week she went 
48 hours without food because she lacked 
means to obtain it. A woman friend, 
hearing of her plight, took her bread 
and tea. Up to the first of this year 
Miss Couzins enjoyed an income suffi- 
ciently large to keep her in hotels of 
her own choosing. Now she must de- 
pend upon friends. She is hauntéd by 
the fear that she will havé to beg.

The Federal grand jury in 
New York is now investigating the 
merger. 

Orff promoted the Western Maga- 

ne Publishing ‘Co., which was incor- 
porated in Delaware with a capital of 
$1,000,000. The Delaware laws permit 
corporations which have $1000 to 
start in business and sell stock. It 
is not necessary, as under the Mis- 
souri laws, for the capital stock to be 
paid up either in money or property. 

Letters sent to stockholders of the 
Western Magazine Publishing Co. un- 
der date of May 20, announced a meet- 
ing, of stockholders at Wilmington, 
Del,, May 31 to vote on the proposi- 
tion to consolidate the Western com- 
pany with the Columbian Magazine 
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Publishing Co. The new company, 


,aseording to the records, created to 


take over the assets of the merged 
corporations, was actually incorpor- 
ated under the faws of Delaware 
three days before the stockholders of 
the Western Magazine Co, met to rat- 
ify thé inerger. ‘ 

The Western Magazine Publishing Co. 
and the Columbian Magazine Publishing 
Co. were both organized under the laws 
of Delaware, and both sold their stock 
to numerous persons throughout the 
United States.

Fifteen-year-old Daisy de Shirley and 
the four children rescued with her from 
a camp of believers in the “Apostolic 
and Pentacostal Faith” at Piasa Chau- 
tauqua, were taken Wednesday to Al- 
ton and put in the homes of charitable 
families there. It will be necessary 
to advertise the fact for at least ten 
days before they can claim the homes 
as permanently theirs. 


The children were living in a tent, 
with no stove and with little to eat, 
in care of Mrs. Anna Baird of 3318 
Morgan street, St. Louis, when Mrs. 
Sophia Demuth, probation officer in 
Alton, took charge of them. 

Mrs. Demuth’s action was due to 
reports she received from persons 
living near the camp that Daisy de 
Shirley was about to be offered as a 
human sacrifice. The girl said Mrs. 
Baird had received a message from 
the Lord, which was written out on 
paper, directing that she (Daisy) be 
offered as “a bleeding sacrifice,” and 
that from hér would rise a pure 
prophet of a new religion. The girl 
was frightened and told neighbors, 
who sent the word to Alton. 

Mrs. Bair denied that she intended 
to harm the girl, and said the mes- 
Sage meant only to destroy an evil 
spirit in her. This, Mrs. Baird intend- 
ed to do, she said, mentally. 

The other children are Mary Facon, 
15 years old, Edna Fisher, 10, La- 
vinia Fisher, 6, and Homer Fisher, 8.

FOUND LIFELESS 
LANDLORD DI 


Owner Collapses When He Re- 
turns to Tenement and Is 
Railed at for His Action. 











By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW’ YORK, Oct. i11.—“A  punish- 
ment, a retribution,”’ said the more: im- 
pressionable dwellers in Néwark’s Ghet- 
to today of David Laskowitz’s death. 
He owned 14 tenement houses in New- 
ark, N. J., and had the reputation of 
being an exacting landlord. Laskowitz 
evicted Samuel Wangner, a tailor suf- 
fering from tuberculosis, Friday night. 
Wangner was found dead next morn- 

ing. 

Hurrying from the wrath of Wang- 
ner’s friends, Laskowitz feil dead Mon- 
day. 

Wangner, his wife and two small chil- 
dren occupied a little flat in Lasko- 
witz's tenement house. He owed six 
weeks’ rent, $15. On the eve of the 
Feast of Tabernacle, on which the pious 
give thanks for autumn’s rich gifts to 
man, Laskowitz went to collect the rent. 

Wangner, who was ill in bed, offered 
$10, all the money he had, his friends 
say, and promised to pay the balance 
in a few days. Laskowitz refused the 
$10 and at 10 o’clock that night, when 
it was raining, turned Wangner and his 
family out of doors. David Silverman, 
who lives in the same house, made room 
for Wangner. Saturday morning Sil- 
verman went to awaken Wangner and 
found him dead. 

The people of the neighborhood in 
their synagogues that day prayed that 
comfort and ala might be vouchsafed 
to the widow and the fatherless chil- 
dren. Laskowitz heard that the peo- 
ple’s anger burned fierce against him 
and he did not appear to collect other 
rents until late Monday. 

Then the women particularly railed at 
Laskowitz and eau him cruel and 
heartless. — 

“You, who have $100,000 th the banks 
and in real estate—you show no mercy 
sr pity—and for $65." 

Laskowitz walked away swiftly, but 
had not gone far when he stopped, 
reeled, fell forward ‘unconscious. A

EXPOUND THE LAW. 
S long as the present boxing law is 
A on the statute books, unilluminated 
by any legal interpretation, just 
that long will the citizens of the State 
rest in uncertainty as to what they may 
or may not de under its provisions. 

As it stands one may reasonably ex- 
pect to see boxing tolerated in one coun- 
ty and prevented in another. For the 
law is not specific in distinguishing be- 
tween boxing and prize fighting. Thus 
the officials may think that boxing 
should be construed as meaning pink- 
tea point-counting affairs in St. Charles 
County, or heavyweight knockouts in 
Jackson County. A prize fight may 
likewise be made to appear any public 
encounter in which men battle for 
money or medals or it may mean what 
it was originally intended to—a baré-

“An ideal loop for the development 
of interurban traffic would begin at 


Third street and Washington avenue, at 
the west end of the Eads Bridge ap- 
proach, run south on Third street to 
Clark avenue, west on Clark to Eighth 
street, north on Highth to Walnut street, 
west on Walnut to Tenth street, north 
on Tenth to Lucas avenue, and east on 
Idicas to Third street, 
connecting again with the tracks on the 
Eads Bridge. 

“The difficulty about getting loops 
for interurban traffic in St. Louis Is 
that the gauge of the United Railways 
system is 4 feet 10 inches, while the 
gauge on all modern interurban and 
street railway systems is 4 feet 8% 
inches. 

Dodges United Railways Line. 

“The loop I have suggested would be 
on streets not now occupied by United 
Iiailways lines, except for the block 
- between Broadway and Sixth street on 
Laicas avenue. 

“The City of St. Louis, if it had the 
legal power, ought to buud and own this 
luop, and offer it for the use of ail East 
fide interurban systems. 

“The city has no power now to build 
and own railway lines. lt could acquire 
the power by legislation and charter 
and-constitutional amendment. It should 
not grant a franchise giving exclusive 
control ofthis very valuable loop to any 
one corporation. If it grants a franchise 
for an interurban loop it should retain 
such powers of contro] that all interur- 
ban systems could acquire the right to 
\ use it on equitable terms.

Difference in Gauge Vital. 
“TT am glad to see thut St. Louis 


would like to have the ast St. Lonis 
& Suburban Railway makc a loop in its 
business district,’’ said Vice Vresident 
Haynes. “At various times I _ had 
thought of attempting te get inte St. 
Louis with our lines. B." it had always 
seemed to me to be impossible. becanse 
we could not operate our cars on United 
Railways tracks. 

‘The loop suggested’ by President Re- 
ber, on first thought, seems to be too 
large. We would have to give too much 
service to St. Louis. I could not. say 
just now what we would undertake to 
do with respect to wetting a franchise to 
operate over the proposed loop. Huw- 
ever, we appreclate the spirit which 8t, 
Louis is showing in this matter. 

“At various times business men and 
bankers of St. Louis have talked with 
me about a loop on the West Side. The 
St. Louls street railway system has a 
gauge that is now practically obsolete. 
All interurban systems built in the last 
10 years have the gtandard railway 
gauge of 4 feet 8% Inches, 

“We changed the East St. Louts 
gauge to the standard railway gauge 
several years ago so that the interur- 
ban lines could operate on the city 
tracks. We wished to be able to furn- 
ish terminal facilities, not only for our 
own interurban lines, but also for ali 
other interurban lines entering East St 
Louis. The McKinley system operated 
over our terminals for several years, 
until it vompleted its bridge. 

“We had not cortemplated overating 
our cars over the free bridge int» St. 
Louls for the same reason thet had 
kept us out at the Eads bridge.” 

The East St. Louls & Suburban Rail- 
way Co. operates interurban lines to 
Alton, Edwardsville, Granite City, Mad. 
ison and Venice, Collinsville, “Casey- 
ville and Belleville. The system is 
owned by the Clark Bros. Syndicate of 
Philadelphia, which also owns the elec. 
tric light and gas plants of East St. 
louis, and the street railway systems 
at Alton and Belleville. The company 
has a 50-year ‘contract, made in 1903,

“*FRANEKED’’ PRESIDENTIAL SPEECHES. 

Are President Taft’s addresses on his present 
junket public documents in the legal sense of the 
term or campaign speeches? ' 

The question is suggested by the “franking” of 
his principal speeches, to the newspapers served 
by the press associations and bureaus. It is an 
interesting question. The combination of the 
Government “frank” with the stamp of the press 
service is a novelty. 

The franking privilege is limited to printed and 
other matter jof an official character relating to 
public service, Presidential messages, proclama- 
tions and orders touching public business un- 
doubtedly belong to the pub. doc. class. Ad- 
dresses direct to the people by the Presi- 
dent as “a steward of the public welfare” were not 
contemplated by the builders of the Republic 
There is no provision for them in the Constitu- 
tion or laws, but they are not prohibited. They 
have grown out of the exigencies of politics. If 
the President desired to address the people from 
the seat of government in his official capacity, 
such utterances might properly be classed as pub- 
lic documents, 

Congressmen have stretched the franking privi- 
lege. They have uséd it to burden the mails with 
various articles, from seéds to shirts and pickles 
to pants. They have sent out congressional 
speeches for their own personal and political 
purposes. Political committees have abusec the 
privilege to send speeches and documents to 
voters. But in these cases the speeches and other 
_ campaign material were original public documents, 
sent by official persons. Protests have been made 
against such practices as scandalous abuses of an 
official privilege. 

But can a flood of presidential oratory deliv- 
ered at country fairs, banquets, luncheons, re- 
ceptions and from car platforms on a host of sub- 
jects, be regarded as public documents? 











The speeches for the most part are political.} 


They are personal defenses of presidential acts 
and. policies. .They are delivered the year before 
the presidential election, in which the President 
expects to be a candidate. The speeches inclosed 
in a “franked” envelope bear the stamp of press 
bureaus. They are sent as news service. They 
are mailed in advance of delivery. | 
The American people are considerate of and 
generous with their presidents. In addition to 
their salaries they have an allowance of $25,000 
for traveling expenses. No questions are asked. 
But is the use of the Government frank to dis- 
tribute speeches to newspapers in the name of 
press bureaus proper? Is it strictly honest and 
honorable? Is it dignified? Is it a good example? 
Mr. Taft is an honest, honorable, high-minded 
man. _ What is his own opinian of the practice?
